‘Washington, D. C., March 12.—[Special.)]— 
As a result of a series of compromises the 
Panama canal treaty will be ratified by the 
senate next Tuesday, and within a short 
time thereafter the Cuban‘reciprocity treaty 
also will be ratified, but in a sadly mutilated 
and mussed up condition. é 

The triumph for the canal treaty ieas.com- 
plete as could be expected, the only sacri- 
fice being the infliction on the public of the 
whole series of Senator Morgan's speeches, 
to be printed tn the Congressional Record. 

The Cuban treaty is so badly mangled in 
the house of its friends as to deprive it of all 
semblance of relief for the distressed com- 
mercia] conditions in Cuba for some time to 
come. The present sugar and tobacco crops 
‘will not be affected at all, and the new rates 
will not, go into operation until some time in 
ipod. Even to accomplish this a majority 
vote on a joint resolution by both houses of 
congress will be necessary. 

The agreement as to the Panama canal, 
although nominally made in executive ses-, 
sion, was subsequently made public by anthor- 
ity. It provides for ample debate from now 
until Monday, when consideration of amend- 
ments will begin. It is an agreement by 
unanimous consent, as everything is In the 
senate, and hence every amendment will 
ave tobe voted upon and the dis- 
posed of on schedule time. 

Mr. Gorman and. his democtatic followers

United States of any intention to swallow 
territory on the isthmus orin south America. 
They also want the, absolute assumption of 
sovereignty by the United States over the 
strip of land necessary for the operation of 
the canal. 

There is not much opposition on the re- 
publican side to either of these amendments 
in themselves, and if they had been inserted 
by Secretary Hay in the treaty they would 
have been approved by practically every one 
in thé senate. The difficulty is that in the 
opinion of the republican leaders any amend- 
ment whatsoever to the canal treaty would 
imperil it. An amendment in Washington 
inevitably would be followed by an amend- 
ment in Bogota. It required shrewd diplo- 
macy to bring the two countries together, 
and the president and his advisers are con- 
vinced the only hope for the treaty is tohave 
it ratified entire both here and at Bogota. 

For this reason the republican senators 
will vote solidly against the Gorman amend- 
ments. These can be voted down by a ma- 
jority so that the republicans will have 
votes to spare. Theréupon the democrats, 
‘according to the present understanding, 
emselves on record for 
their amendment, will-vote for the treaty 
almost withaut exception, although, of 
course, Senator Morgan of Alabama, grand 
old Roman that he is, will die in the last 
ditch. Incidentally it may be remarked that 
he agreed to stop his filibustering on condi- 
tion that he be given permission to print his 
speeches in the Record, which is mot alto- 
gether the grand old Roman way of doing

The committee had previously agreed to 
an amendment proposed by the beet sugar 
mén last winter to the effect that during the 
life of the Cuban treaty the rate of duty on 
sugar from all other countries should not be 
disturbed. This amendment, of course, isa 
mere pledge, as congress has the undoubted 
right at any time to repeal or amend any 
law on the statute books.

MINISTER SUES A CHURCH 


JUDGE DUNNE SITS ASA “COURT OF 


 GONSCIENCE” TO HEAR CASE. 


The Rev. Charlies R. D. Crittendon, 
Who Is “High,” Conies from Texas 
to Collect $1,100 Which He Claims a 
Back Salary from All Saints’ Episco- 
pal Congregation, Which Is “Low” 
—Conscience and Ritual Figure 
Largely in First Day’s Proceedings. 


Frém Denison, Tex., has come the Rev. 
Charles R. D. Crittendon to sue All Saints’ 
Episcopal church, Wilson and Armitage ave- 
nues, for $1,100, which he says is due him in 
back salary. 

As a “court of conscience " Judge Dunne 
. began the hearing of the suit yesterday, and 
attorneys soon were struggiing in the techni- 
calities of the church, for it is a ease of a 
“high church” priest and a “ low church ” 
congregation. All the complications grew 
out of that combination. 

‘I have been a court of law and equity be- 


of conscience, $0 stipulated.” 

There will be no appeat- frém the judge’s 
decision. That also’ is stipulated, and the 
judge is to use his conscience as well as his 
“sense of right and justice.”

The story as Judge Dunne heard it yester- 
day shows the difficulties which’ lie in the 
road of a high church priest who desires 
to lift the ritual of a low church congrega- 
tion. The judge summed up the. situation 
by remarking to one of the vestrymen: . 

“ The higher the church went the lower the 
contribution became.” 

Exactly,” said Vestryman R. L. Crowder, 
who was testifying.

With his resignation the church 
got a minister who made an immediate com- 
promise between high and low church ideas. 

“And the people came back,” said Mr. 
Bradley. 

So far as the records of the church prove 

anything they show that the Rev. Mr. Crit- 
tendon was to receive $1,100 a year salary, 
and no entry can be found there to indicate 
that any other agreement was made. The 
vestrymen testify that “as much as could 
be given” was to be his salary, considering 
the straits to which the congregation was 
reduced. ' 
‘ Soon the minister was receiving next to 
nothing in remuneration. Then is when he 
asserted that if it were necessary he would 
send his family away and take up his abode 
in the church tower to make his expenses as 
low as his income. :

vidé for consolidating in the municipal gov-

ities of the governments or authorities ab- 


sorbed 


Provision is also made for the assumption 
of the obligations of other municipalities in 
Cook county after such a step is consented to 


by a majority of the legal voters of the mu- 
nicipality to be taken in. y 

The legislature is further autMorized to 
draft laws regulating the administration of 
justice in the municipal courts, abolish or 
limit justices of the peace and constables, 
and otherwise regulate affairs to conform 
with the general plan. 

Concerning the action of Chicago regard- 
ing the new plan the resolution says: 

“No law based upon this amendment to 
the constitution affecting the municipal gov- 
ernment -of, the city of Chicago shall take 
effect until such law shall be consented to 
by'a majority of the legal voters of said 
city. voting on the question at any election, 
general, municipal, or special. And no local 
or special law. based upon this amendment 
affecting specially any part of the city of 
Chicago shall take effect until consented to 
by a majority of tMe legal voters of such 
part of said city.”

The bridge and structural iron men struck 
yesterday morning on all the work being 
done here by the American Bridge company. 
Their action ties up the Randolph and State 
street structures. Chief Engineer Randolph 
of the sanitary district tried to get the union 
to permit the district to take the work from 
the company and complete it with union men. 
He offered am increase in wages and sent on 
the proposition to President Frank Buchan- 
an, who is controlling the strike from New 
York. -An answer is expected today. 


Brassworkers Get Nine Hours. 

Nine instead of ten hours has been set as 
the maximum work day for the 8,000 men 
employed in the brass industry and the 
20,000 connected with its allied trades in this 
city. It was established last night at a joint 
meeting of the Chicago Brass Manufactur- 
ers’ association and the Metal Polishers, 
Buffers, Platers, Brass Molders, and Brass- 
workers’ International union. 

The new work day will go into effect at 
onee, and. marks the beginning of a cam- 
paign the union has started throughout the 
country. In this it will be joined by the iron 
molders. 

The brass men in their meeting did not ask 
for an increase in pay, but demanded that 
when the nine hour day is in force the pres- 
ent wage be continued. This the employers 
granted, although it means a 12 per cent in- 
crease. The men also get time and a half 
for overtime and double time for holidays. 

The Watson-Plummer Shoe company, suc- 
cessors to the Henderson Shoe company, has 
umionized its«four factories at Dixon, 
This agreement with the boot and shoe 
workers affects over 800 men, and was vol- 
untary.

After a trial of thirty days there have been 
practically no results from the experiment 
with women inspectors whose duty it is to 
board incoming steamers to care for women 
immigrants who do not know where to go, 
and to apprehend women who are coming to 
the country for immoral purposes. The re- 
port of the chief pf the immigration bureau 
of New York on this subject was received at 
the treasury departmenttoday. It showsthe 
women inspectors boarded thirty-two steam- 
ers from European ports and eleven from 
ether ports. As a result of their inspection 
ten women were sent to Ellis island before 
appearing before the board ef special in- 
quiry. Subsequently all of them were 
allowed toland. The womeninspectors were 
able to offer advice to only seven women as 
to the proper places for them to stop in New 
York. 

In discussing the work of these inspectors 
relating to intercepting immoral women 
while on steamers the inspector general at 
New York says that for obvious reasons it is 
not probable the women inspectors will ever 
succeed, and that) the women sought will be 
more readily apprehended by men inspectors. 
Regarding the assisting with advice of wom- 
en who do not know where to go, the in- 
spector general saye the experience of the 
last two months shows there are not many 
women desiring such advice. While second 
cabin passengers readily submit to general 
inspection by female inspectors, yet they ob- 
ject to being singled out for separate in- 
vestigation, as they become the center of 
attraction, and, whether from embarrass- 
ment or perversity, often give contradictory 
or even false information. 

The inspector general expresses the opinion 
that nothing practical can be accomplished 
through the present system of women in- 
spectors. Notwithstanding these reports 
Secretary Shaw said today it was not his 
intention to abandon the experiment. 

| 

Secretary Wilson today issued new regula- 
tions for the extirpation of contagious and 
infectious disease#’among domestic animals 
in the United States. These regulations are 
issued under the authority of the law signed’* 
by the president Feb. 2 last, giving the secre- 
tary power to stamp out diseases of this kind. 

They provide that all persons owning, man- 
aging, or transporting animals are required 
to exercise reasonable diligence to ascertain 
that the animals are not affected with any 
contagious or infgctious disease, and have 
not been exposed to contagion by contact 
with other affected animals or by being in 
pens, premises, cats, or other vehicles con- 
taminated by diseased animals, before offer- 
ing them for transportation or introducing 
them into public stockyards, public high- 
ways, or lines of interstate traffic. 

All persons having charge of affected ani- 
mals or those exposed to contagion are re- 
quired to keep them confined and not to per- 
mit other animals. to come in contact with 
them. Public stockyards and feeding sta- 
tions, alleys, and pens, when contaminated 
by the presence of animals affected with or 
exposed to contagious or infectious disease, 
must be’ cleaned and disinfected in the man- 
ner required by the secretary of agriculture. 

Whenever a contagious or infectious dis- 
ease exists the secretary of agriculture will 
quarantine the section of the country where 
the diseases are prevalent, and no animals 
can be removed until he gives authority. 
When it becomes, necessary to slaughter 
animals the owner will be compensated after 
the value has been ascertained. 

Violations of the regulations are made 
punishable by a fine of not less than $100 nor 
more than $1,000, 6r by imprisonment of not 
more than one year, or by both fine and im- 
prisonment.

FEDERAL OFFICIALS SAY OVER 
$25,000. IS UNPAID. 


Local Political Leader Charged with 
Selling Colored Butterine While 
Paying for Stamps Only on Uncol- 
ored Article—Evidence Forwardéd 

to Washington by Special Agents— 
Representative of Accused Thinks 
Competitor Is Back of Complaints. 


Charges have been made that William J. 


.Moxley, the butterine manufacturer, owes 


the government between $25,000 and $30,000 
in taxes for butterine which has been col- 
ered artificially. Since last July there has 
been a tax:of 10 cents a pound on colored 
oleomargarine, and it is alleged that this 
tax has been evaded. It is said that the 
internal revenue agents in Chicago have 
forwarded to Washington information and 
evidence of Mr. Moxley's alleged failure to 
affix the necessary stamps to the artificially 
colored product. 

Great secrecy was maintained by the fed- 
eral officials in collecting evidence against 
Moxley. Collector Hertz nor the attachés 
of the special agent’s office would discuss 
the case. In all such investigations it was 
said the work was done under orders from 
Washington, and that the reports must come 
from there. 

May Seize Property for Tax. 

According to the custom of the department 
in offenses of this character, a notice of as- 
sessment is served on the accused person, 
and he is allowed ten days’ time in which to 
settle. 

If payment js not made on this request a 

secona notice’is served, and an extra charge 
of 5 per cent is made. At the end of thirty 
days, if payment has not been made, a war- 
rant of distraint is issued, and the property 
of the accused person is seized pending a 
settlement, 
In this particular case it is alleged that 
Mr. Moxley has been informed of the 
charges against him, and that the first notice 
of formal assessment for the amount of the 
unpaid tax has been served on him. 


Deny Receipt of Notice. 


In spite of this statement it was‘declaréd 
at Mr. Moxley’s offices that no notice of the 
charges had been received. 

‘There is nothing in the story so far as 
I know,’’ said John Dadie, secretary of the 
Moxley company. ‘‘ We have received no 
notice from the government that we owe 
any taxes on artificially colored. butterine. 
We have paid all taxes on the all quan- 
tity of colored butterine that we have man- 
ufactured since the new law went into ef- 
fect.’ -

colored butterine without paying the tax 
prescribed by law, he said: 

‘Charges have been made that Moxley has 
sold colored butterine and has paid a tax 
on the uncolored article. The charges are 
being investigated, and if they are found 
to be true the government will simply col- 
lect the proper amount of taxes. 

**Uneolored butterine is taxed at the rate 
of one quarter of one cent per pound and col- 
ored at 10 cents a pound. The question of 
fine does nét enter into the matter at ail.

BY CZAR'S ORDER 


Emperor of Russia Decrees 
Freedom of Worship to the | 
People of His Dominions. 


PLEDGE FOR HOME RULE, 


} Villages and Communes Granted 


Self-Government, and Other 
Reforms Promised. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. ] 

ST. PETERSBURG, March 12.—The czar 
today issued a decree granting freedom of 
worship to all of his subjects-who profess 
nonorthodox creeds and extending a system 
of local self-government to villages and com- 
munes. 

The publication of the decree has been re- 
ceived with marked popular satisfaction. It 
is generally regarded as one more step in 
the direction of a constitution. 

Not since the liberation of the serfs in 1863 
has so much joyful excitement been wit- 
nessed in St. Petersburg. The manifesto is 
the theme of conversation in cafés, restau- 
rants, theaters, concerts, and private houses, 
People stand at every.street corner and on 


~ the public squares to discuss the prospective 
, reforms which it is believed are to open up 


for the future of the people and the empirea 
new era. 
Decree Is Only Preliminary. 


The czar's edict is only a preliminary an- 
nouncement of a series of reforms in con- 


templation. . These reforms are pledged, but | 


‘their details apparently are not yet decided’ 


: ypon. In brief, they contemplate the fol- 


lowing: 

1. Freedom of worship to all creeds. 
_ 2. Release of peasants from burdens of en- 
forced labor. 

8 Revision of the laws governing rural 
communities. . 

4. Inviolability. of communal property to 
be maintained. 

5. Reform in provincial governments and 
district administrations. ; 

Affects 107,676 Communes. 
There are in European Russia at the pres- 


ent time 107,676 communes, each nominally 
tuled by an elder, elected by the peasants. 


These ‘communals have only the crudest 


form of self-government. The czar’s decree 


issued today indicates that the communes 


are to be given more power. 

The decree is the most significant and far 
reaching exercise of royal power since the 
emancipation of the serfs by Alexander II. 
in 1863. The public hails it as the procla- 
mation of a new era for the Russian people. 

The decree is generally attributed to the 
emperor's earnest desire to remove the 
causes which recently produced deplorable 
outbreaks among the workmen and students. 

Fears, however, are expressed that the 
powerful reactionary party, headed by the 
dowager empress and led by Minister of the 
Interior Plehve, may delay or frustrate the. 


‘ Tealization of the czar's aspirations, but 


great hopes based on the known fact that” 
Finance Minister Witte, who is the leader of 
the progressive party headed by the czar, is 
a strong advocate of whatever reforms he 
considers the country is ripe In any 
case, months miist elapse before the project- © 
ed reforms can be put into execution. | 
Although the Jewish faith is not specifical- 
ly mentioned in the czar’s decree, it is be- 
Ifeved that the liberty granted to “all 
creeds '’ is intended to include the Jews. 


Less Severe on Dissenters. 
It is undérstood that the czar desires to 


modify the laws by relaxing the penalties 
against dissenters like the Stundists, but 


that no attempt will be made to repeal the 


law compelling children to be brought up in 
the orthodox church unless both parents be- 
long to some other denomination. 

One of the most welcome reforms outlined 
is that enabling the sober and hard working 
individual peasant to escape from the joint 
responsibility for arrears of taxation in- 
curred by lazy and intemperate fellow vil- 
Many other abuses of the communal 
system, such as enforced labor, which have 
pressed heavily on the peasantry, will be re- 


Step Toward a Constitution. 


The paragraph in the decree proposing to 
refer the reforms to the provincial govern- 
ment councils is by many regarded as point- 
ing in the direction of constitutional govern- 
ment, 

It is conjectured that the czar is willing to 
enlarge the spheres of the zemstovs (the elec- 
tive district assemblies) by permitting them 
to deliberate on matters of local administra- 
tion. In this connection, however, it must be 
remembered that even last year Minister of 
Interior Plehve strongly resented and in some 
cases punished thcse invited to governmental! * 
conferences who were bold enough to touch 


’ @n the need of legislative reforms. 


It is remarked that the decree does not 
Mention the removal of the restrictions on 
the press. For the moment, however, among 
the gemerai public all these difficulties are 
forgotten In the spirit of thankfulness at the 
prospect of the dawn of a new era. : 

Text of the Decree. 


The text of the decree is as follows: 

“On ascending the throne of our ances-. 
tors by the providence of God we made a 
solemn vow. before the Almighty and our 
conscience to sacredly guard the centuries 
old pillars of Russian power and to dedicate 
our life to the service of our beloved father- 
land in indefatigable solicitude for our sub- 
jects. We chose, in order to assure the well 
being of our people, the way indicated by 
the memorable deeds of our predecessors, 


@8pecially our never to be forgotten father. 


“ God pleased to interrupt the deeds of our > 
father by his early death, and thus laid on 
us the sacred duty of completing the con- 
f0lidation of order and truth begun by him 
ot conformity with the exigencies of national 


“The troubles agitating our -country, 
Which to our deep regret have partly been 
S0wn by designs hostile to the state and 
partly engendered by doctrines: foreign to 
Russian life, hinder the general work of 
SMéliorating the well being of our people. 
These. troubles confuse the public mind, re- 
Move the people from productive labor, and 
Often ruin families dear to our heart and

country. 

To Meet Popular Demands. 

“In demanding the fulfillment of this, our 
Will, while remaining strongly opposed to 
Sny violation of the normal course of na- 
tional life and having confidence that all 
will loyally discharge their local duties, we 
&re irrevocably decided to satisfy the needs 
for which the state has become ripe and 
have deemed it expedient to strengthen and 
decree the undeviating observance of the 
Principles of tolerance laid down by the 
fundamental laws of the Russian empire, 
Which, recognizing the orthodox church as 
the ruling one, to grant to all of our sub-

NEW .CURE FOR TUBERCULOSIS. 


Prof. Behring Claims a Child Inocu- 
lated with Serum Will Be Im- ’ 
mune for Life. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE.] 

VIENNA, March 12.—Prof. Behring, dis- 
coverer of the diphtheria serum, in a lecture 
here today, gave the details of his latest dis- 
covery of a serum by means of which cattle 
can be made perfectly immune from tuber- 
culosis. He said, after inoculating cattle 
with the serum, he had injected into them 
tubercule bacilli dissolved in water. More 
than a hundred cattle were inoculated, and 
none was affected by tuberculosis. 

He claimed that this proved absolutely that 
‘a child treated with the serum would be im- 
mune from coneumption for Hfe. He also 
claimed that tuberculosis in young children 
could be cured with the serum, but said it 
would not be effective in the cases of adults. 

Prof. Behring supports the theory that con- 
sumption is neither hereditary nor infectious. 
Every child, however, is naturally suscepti- 
ble to the disease. |

The statement was printed here today that 
Whitaker Wright is a naturalized citizen of 
the United States; that he secured his citi- 
zenship papers some years ago while engaged 
in business enterprises in Philadelphia and 
other American cities. 

It is pointed out in this connection that if 
Wright proves his American citizenship his 
extrady¥tion cannot be secured by the British 
government without the consent of the 
United States state department. 


Not Known in Philadelphia. 


Philadefphia, Pa., March 12.—The records 
of the naturalization court were examined 
today, and the name of Whitaker Wright 
does not appear upon them. There is noth- 
ing to indicate that Mr. Wright took out 
even his first papers.

PARLIAMENT DEAF TO APPEALS

Debate in Chaimber of Deputies Begins 
on Proposal of Premier Combes to 
‘Refase Authorization te Fifty-four 
Male Religious Associations to 
‘Teach—All Test Votes Indicate That

PARIS, March 12.—The debate on the re- 
ligious orders began in the chamber.of depu- 
ties today, the friends of the Catholic schools 
making a last desperate effort to prevent the 
closing of those institutions. | 

The debate today involved the main issue, 
the question of the discontinuation of teach- 
ing by the religious orders. Every test vote 
taken today indicated that the ministry’s 
order suppressing the religious schools 
would be sustained by a strong majority. 

Today’s debate came up on a proposition 
submitted by Premier Combes refusing the 
request of fifty-four male religious orders 
to conduct schools. The speeches in oppo- 
sition were mede by the Abbé Gayraud, 
Catholic republi¢an, and by M. Lerolles, re- 
publican, 
Appeals for the Monks. 

Abbé Gayraud asked the chamber to rec- 
ommend to the commission the report that 
Premier Combes submitted in support of 
his proposition on the ground that the report 
did not propose any means of assuring an 
existence to the members of the religious 
congregations whom it was unjust, said the 
speaker. to thus throw on the streets, many 
among them being 70 years of age. — 

The chamber, however, refused to listen to 
the appeal and Abbé Gayraud finally with- 
drew his motion. 

M. Lerolles declared the republic was try- 
ing to deprive the monks of the means of liv- 
ing and to force them to starvation or ex- 
patriation. 

| Called Party Vengeance. 

The republicans, continued the speaker, to- 
day were following the example of the first 
republic. They had no other ambition than 
that of satisfying party vengeance. If the 
majority refused to admit discussion on the 
question. and decided the series of&questions 
which concerned separate congregations hy 
a single vote, refusing authorization to all 
congregations, liberty would be endangered. 

Former Minister Barthou replied on the 
republican side, attacking the religious or- 
ders as being the negation of human liberty 
and the abdication of individual personality, 
The congregations, he said, depended on 
their chiefs presiding in Rome.

BERLIN, March 12.—Herr Bernsdorff, the 
police president of Potsdam, has forwarded to 
the kaiser his report on his study of police 
methods in America. New York he explored 
under the guidance of a detective sergeant 
who was placed at his disposal by Gen. 
Greene. Herr Bernsdorff says he was espe- 
cially struck by the absence of immoral 
women on the streets and at dancing halls. 
He highly approves of the New York police 
station houses owned by the city, which he 
said was a better system than that of Berlin, 
where they were all rented premises. 

Emperor William was the moving spirit in 
the visit of Herr Bernsdorff and his five com- 
panions. The emperor was talking to a 
group of subalterns at the casino of Potsdam 
early in December and asked them where 
they were going for their holidays. One was 
going to Paris and another intended to visit 
Bohemia. = 

Why don’t you. go where you can learn 
something?’ interrupted the emperor. ‘‘Go 
to America. You:shall go as my guests and 
tell me all about it when you come home.” 

He thereupon selected a party, including 
Count von Bernsdorff: The emperor paid 
all the expenses. 

The count in conversation said he especial- 
ly admired the size of the New York police- 
men, their smart uniforms, and their cour- 
tesy. 

‘* But,”’ the count added, using a recent ad- 
dition to his vocabulary, ‘‘ the Americans 
have money to throw at the birds.”’ 

Since his return Count von Bernsdorff has 
timed the Berlin firemen in responding to 
calls. He found that it takes three or four 
minutes to start an engine here, and con- 
trasted this with New York's thirty seconds 
to do the same thing. 


TELLS STORY OF MURDER ATSEA 


One of Crew of Bark Veronica Testifies 
Against Other Mutineers in Liv- 
erpool Court. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE.] | 
LIVERPOOL, March 12.—The trial of Otto 
Mosnon, Henri Flohr, Gustav Rau, and Will- 
jam Smith, an American, who are charged 
with having committed seven murders on the 
British bark Veronica last December, was 


begun here today. The steamship Brunswick | 


picked up the four men and the negro cook 
at sea. 

The negro cook made a statement in which 
he said the four men had mutinied at sea 
and killed the: captain and six members of the 
crew, and that they afterwards bet fire to 
the bark and left in anopen boat. The cook’s 
life was spared because the mutineers want- 
ed him to do their cooking. 

The charge against Fichr. was withdrawn 
and the crown put him on thestand to verify 
the cook’s testimony. He said that while the 
vessel was on its voyage from Mississippi 
to Montevideo the prisoners conspired to 
murder the crew. Rau was ringleader of the 
mutineers, who were armed with revolvers 
and belaying pins. 

Capt. Shaw of the bark was shot by Rau 
and lay in his cabin for two days in a pool of 
blood. He was then shot again, and his 
body, together with those of four of the 
crew who had been murdered, was thrown 
overboard. Besides the captain, the first and 
second officers were also murdered. The men 
were remanded. |

Dr. Klopstock 
has just finished a five days’ sledge tour and 
reports that the stories of distress are fully 
corroborated.” 

The relief work in this state is progressing 
with satisfactory speed. Already over $65,000 
has been turned in to the general Minnesota

DR. FLOWER FAST 
IN HIS OWN TRAP 


Prominent Figure in Haga- 


man Will Case Is Ar- 
rested for Bribery. _ 


HIS STATEMENT TAKEN. 


Says He Gave Money to Former 
Partner for Captain Titus; ~ 
Latter Makes Denial. 


. New York, Marctl 12.—[Special.]—Aided 
and abetted by a full squad of lawyers Dr. 
R. C. Flower, the mining company promoter, 
fell into a trap of his own making today, as 
a@ result of which he was arrested on a charge 
of attempting to bribe Inspector Titus when 
that police official was the head of the de- 
é@ective bureau. It was Flower’s second ar- 
rest forthe day. Detective McConville hasn't 
been far away from Flower for some time 
and won't be until after it is known what 
killed Theodore Hagaman and until several 
mining cases are disposed of. The body of 
Hagaman will be disinterred tomorrow at 
Poughkeepsie. 


Had Another Woman’s Money. 


Flower’s day in the Tombs court began ina 
small way. He was summoned there to ex- 
plain what became of the $500 which Mrs. 
IsabeHa Gay Taylor of 414 West One Hun- 
dred and Highteenth street had given him to 
invest in one of his mining schemes. Wom- 
en’s money was a specialty of Flower. 
Flower was trying to explain to Magistrate 
Barlow that there was nothing in the case 
that couldn"t be settled in a civil court, when 
Assistant District Attorney Garvan appeared 
and said: 

“On the contrary, your honor, there is a 
great deal in this case. Mrs. Taylor is only 
one of 1,200 persons who are ready to make 
similar complaint against this man. I can 
show ‘the mines are worthless, and the so- 
called dividends paid to some investors were 
taken out of what they had given him.” 

This information was furnished by A. D. 
Meloy, former associate of Flower. Mr. 
Garvan asked that a warrant charging lar- 
ceny be substituted for the summons, Flower 
was arrested where he stood and released on 
$2,000 bail. 


Bribery Charge Comes Up. 

He hurried to the office of his lawyer to 
draw up an affidavit against Meloy and get 
square. Flower and his crowd returned to 
the Criminal Court building and told Gar- 
van they wanted Meloy arrested on a charge 
of misappropriating $2,500 which Flower had 
given him to pay Titus. 

The magistrate readin Flower’s affidavit 
that on Oct, 4, 1002, Flower went to the 
office of. Andrew D. Meloy, where Meloy 
said to him, according to the affidavit: 

“ There is a warrant out against you and 
you must pay $2,500 to Capt. Titus to have 
that warrant held up.”’ 

Flower further said in the affidavit that 
he paid the $2,500 to Meloy with the under- 
standing that he would go to the dectective 
bureau and that Meloy then went “away. 

‘* Meloy returned in a short time,’’ ran the 
affidavit, ‘“‘and said: ‘I was just in time 
there, for the stockholders were in Capt. 
Titus’ office when I got there making a 
holler against you. I gave him the $2,500 
though, and fixed it up all right.’ ” 


Warrants for Both. 

“This is a most remarkable document,” 
commented Magistrate Barlow. ‘‘I will is- 
sue a warrant for the arrest of Meloy, but, 
Officer, just see that Dr. Flower doesn’t get 
away, for I shall also issue a warrant for 
him on a charge of attempted bribery.”’ 

The two men were then arrested. Meloy 
denied all of Flower's charges, so does Titus. 


Flower Sued in Boston. 

Boston, Mass., March 12.—[ Special. ]—A suit 
is pending in Boston against Dr. R. C. Flower 
of New York, brought by Mrs. Mary L. Mor- 
row to recover over $85,000 alleged to have 
been invested with Flower for certain Illi- 
nois mining properties. Mrs. Morrow was 


formerly of Peoria, Ill., but is now Hving ‘ 


near Boston. Hollis R. Bailey, Mrs. Mor- 
row's counsel, says: 

‘* Mrs. Morrow is the widow of James H. 
Morrow and daughter of Dwight R. Chap- 
man, formerly of Peoria. They had coal 
mining property in Illinois and one of the 
mines developed was owned by the Buckeye 
Coal and Coke company. They desired to 
increase the capital and reorganize the com- 
pany in. 1899 and secured Dr. Flower's co- 
operation. 

‘* Flower acquired all their interests, agree- 
ing to pay $50,000 and give Mr. Chapman 
stock under certain conditions. He got some 
eastern people to invest, and the company 
was reorganized as the Illinois Coal com- 
pany. He paid Mrs. Morrow $15,000, but still 
owes the balance. of $50,000 with interestand 
the promised stock.

WHO STRUCK YOUNG TRACY? 
CORONER SEEKS AN ANSWER. 


Inquest Into the Death of the Clerk in 
‘the South State Street Saloon Is 
Under Way. 


Ar inquest into the death of William B. 
Tracy. who succumbed to injuries received in 
Kantzler’s saloon, 2101 State street, was be- 
gun yesterday, but no progress was mace 
toward clearing the mystery in the case. It 
is likely Philip Bailey, who is under arrest 
on suspicion, will be freed, and that Joseph 
and William Gilhooley, his fellow prisoners, 
will be held. 

At the inquest, interest centered about 
Grace Bradley, whom Tracy was trying to 
take away from the saloon when he was 
struck.

He was 
unable to identify Joseph Gilhooley as 
Tracy's assailant.

I grabbed 
some one by the coliar. He drew a revolver, 
beat me upon the head with it, and I stag- 
gered out.”’

KILLS SEVEN WITH SLEDGE 


ADOLPH KRAUSS MURDERS HIS 
| ENTIRE PAMILY,. 

| 

Lays All the Bodies Side by Side ana | 
Then Tries to End His Own Life in 
Same Manner Lived on a Lonely 
Farm West of St. Louis—Had Been 
in Good Health, but Is Supposed to 
Have Become Insane—Murderer Not 


Likely to Survive. 


St. Louls, Mo. March 12.—{Special.]— 
Adolph Krauss, a German farmer, living 
twenty-one miles west of St. Louis, near 
Bellefontaine, tonight killed his wife and 
his six children with a sledge hammer. 

He then knocked himself unconscious with 
the hammer and at midnight was dying. 

It is believed Krauss suddenly beeame 
insane.. He had the reputation among his 
neighbors of being a quiet, inoffensive, in- 
dustrious farmer, and no other cause but in- 
sanity has been assigned. 

About 7 o'clock tonight John Krauss, a 
brother, happened to go to Adolph’s house 
to make a short call. The Ughts were out, 
but the door was unlocked, and this aroused 
his. suspicions that something was wrong. 
He entered the house, and, upon striking a 
light, found evidence of the crime. 

From all that can be learned Adolph 
Krauss entered the house some time this 
afternoon armed with a sledge hammer. 
Without warning he struck his ‘wife in the 
head, killing her tnstantly. Then seizing 
his first child, aged 12, he likewise dealt a 
“murdetous blow. ‘The other five children 
were killed similarly, the last being a 6 
months’ old baby. Krauss then placed the 
seven bodies side by side on the floor in 
one room. 

He then seized the hammer and dealt 
himself a blow on the skull, which frac- 
tured it-and knocked him unconscious, his 
body falling almost in line with those of his 
victims. | 

When John Krauss had discovered the 
tragedy tonight he immediately summoned 
the authorities. |The bodies were taken in 
charge by an undertaker, but the coroner 
decided not to move Krauss, who apparently 
would be dead by morning. 

Bellefontaine, where the traged$ occurred. 
is a village in St. Louis county, twenty-one 
miles directly west of St. Louls.

‘MENT FOR TWO YEARS. 


Atntetic ‘Measure Is Similar to That 

“Which Has Been in Force, Except 

That the Rales Are Stated More Ex~- 

plicitly—Captains of Teams Made 

Largely Responsible for the Eligi- 

bility of Members — Goes Into Force 
Tomorrow. | 


New Haven, Conb., March 12.—A new ath- 
letic agreement between Yale and Harvard 
was entered into tonight at a meeting in 
Springfield held by conference committees 
representing the two. universities. Later the 
Yale subcommittee met at the home of the 
Rev. Anson Phelps Stokes Jr. und ratified 
the agreement so far as Yale is concerned. 

The agreement ig lengthy; most of it deal- 
ing with the rules governing eligibility mat- 
ters and questions of procedure. Most ofthe 
rules are such as have been in force in pre- 
vious athletic agreements between Yale and 
Harvard. Finer points have been worked 
out, however, some of them so expressly 
‘stated that there can be little misunderstand- 
ing hereafter. 

The agreement covers the four main sports, 
football, baseball, rowing, and track athlet- 
ics. The term of the agreemd@nt is two years. 
It is provided, however, that the agreement 
shall be self-renewing in effect for successive 
two year periods, unless notice is given of in- 
tention to terminate the same at least six 
weeks prior to the end of the period. 

The agreement will go into effect March 15, 
1908. 

The most interesting point about the new 
rules is the agreement that the several cap- 
tains shall in the first instance be judges of 
the eligibility of the men who are candidates 
for their several teams, and the captains 
shall be responsibie for that Judgment, The 
captain must submit the list of candidates 
for the inspection of a committee of three 
graduates, who shall be elected in October of 
each year, In case these graduates disagree 
with the captain as to any man in the list, or 
as to the construction of the rules, the mat- 
ter may be referred for arbitration to a com- 
mittee, the first members of which shall be 
Messrs. Otto T. Barnard of New York for 
Yale, R. D. Wrenn of Boston for Harvard, 
and Wiliam Meikleham of New York, a 
graduate of Columbia. Each team captain 
shall submit to the other a list of men whom 
he proposes to have upon his team in the 
contest between them, such list to be sub- 
mitted at least three weeks before the game. 
In case of protest after such list is offered 
the protest must be filed at least two weeks 
prior to the contest.

He practically closed 
the arguments on the motion of the defense 
that Judge Chetlain instruct the jury to 
acquit the defendants on the grounds that 
the state had not made a case. 

Judge Chetlain probably will give a de- 
cision on the motion this morning. In the 
event the motion is denied the defense must 

'wtroduce evidence before the jury to offset 
the evidence of the state introduced at 
Tuesday's session of court. The issue on 
which-the court is called to pass is purely 
a legal one.

state's case is dead,’’ declared the 
former judge. “*All that now remains to be 
done is for the court to judicially announce 

.the demise. It was fitting that the obituary 
ghould be recited and the final qbsequies per- 
formed by Mr. Barnes. Was he not present 
at the spurious birth of this charge, and did 
he not nurse the case during its ill-starred 
and short career? It ought never have been 
brought to life, and the sooner itis laidaway 
the better. 

“The trouble with you, my friend Barnes, 
is that you haven't got any case. Younever 
had any. You didn’t think of the interstate 
commerce law when, in the hysteria of public 
opinion, a special grand jury returned this 
indictment. Hundreds of books have been 
read here in an effort to find out what these 
men are guilty of. 

“Tf the criminal law is so obscure as to re- 

such a search for its meaning the whole 
gtructure of the law is a failure. Men would 
be required to be lawyers in order that they 
may not in some hapless moment violate the 


law and be indicted. The whole case is a

misfit from beginning to end.’’ 
Point of Centention. 


The arguments of both Mr. Barnesand Mr. 
Wing were directed at the question of 
whether the defendants were protected un- 

+ der the interstate commerce law from prose- 
cution by the state of Illinois. . 

That the prosecution of the defandants on 
charges of combining to fix a price on their 
coal sold in Illinois in no wise restricted their 
right under the federal law of interstate 
commerce was the épitome of Mr. Barnes’ 
contentions. . That the defendants, being 
producers of coal in Indiana, had the right 
to ship their own coal into Illinois and sell it 
as they saw fit, without interference from 
the state, was the contention of the defend- 
ing attorney. 

“The question involved is elementary,’’ de- 
elared Mr. Wing. “ All of us learned all 
about it from our first instructor in consti- 
tutional law. The right ‘to regulate com- 
merce with foreign nations and among the 
several states and with the Indian tribes’ is 
given to congréds. Every step that was taken 
by the defendants under this agreement was 
taken under the-ihterstate commerce-iaw. 
They sold their coal as the jd ws of the land 
gave them the right to sell it, without tnter- 
ference from the staté governments. 

“Why, all the citizens of Indiana could 


-.ynite and place their products in the hands 


of the defendant, Bogle, to sell for them in 
Hllinofs, without this state having the right 
to interfere.”’ 

In his address Mr. Barnes had said: | 
\ ““ What Illinois seeks to prohibit is not the 
sale of coal by the defendants, not its impor- 
tation into the state from Indiana, not its 
delivery, but the gathering together of men 
to fix the price of coalsosold. If the punish- 
ment of these men for such a combination 
would operate to prevent the sale of coal in 
carload lots in this state then it would be a 
restraint on the commerce. What we con- 
tend, ‘and all we contend, is that these men 
so combined, and so committed an act against 
the laws of this state.”’ ‘ 

During ‘the arguments the jury was ex- 
cused from the courtroom.

TORRENS FOKS: 
‘TRIUMPH AGAIN. 
Effort to Undo Hostile Work of 
a Week Ago Defeated in — 
a Crowded Meeting. 


VOTE STANDS 97 TO 118, 


Friends of Measure Propose to 
Start League to Further 
Its Interests, 


By a vote of 118 to 97, in which the proxy 
vote was included, the real estate board at 
its adjourned meeting yesterday sustained 
the action of last week's meeting in declaring 
its opposition to the proposed amendment to 
the Torrens law. 

The vote was not reached without some 
preliminary skirmishing and a sharp differ- 
ence of opinion between President Baird and 
John H. Hamline regarding the president's 
ruling a week ago when he excluded the 
proxy vote. President Baird, in a carefully 
prepared statement read at the opening of 
the meeting, defended his ruling as not only 
“Tight, but logically correct,’’ while Mr. 
Hamline, who had given his proxy tobe 
used by Mr. Bond at the former meeting, 
declared that he had been denied the right 
given him by the laws of Illinois, and that the 
ruling was nothing less than treason to those 
associate members whose proxies had been 
thrown out. 


Torrens Men to Form League. 


After the meeting Chairman Bond and 
other members of the Torrens committee de- 
clared that the fight in behalf of the pro- 
posed amendment would not be abandoned 
despite the board's action, but would be 
taken up and urged vigorously by the indi- 
vidual friends of the measure. 

It is said also that it is the plan to form 
an organization to be called the Citizens’ 
league, or some other appropriate name, 
made up of all friends of the system in and 
outside of the read estate board, to agitate 
and further the measure’s progress both 
here and at Springfield. Other organizations 
are to be asked to codperate, it is said, and it 
is expected:in this way to bring a strong 
ee sentiment to bear upon the legisla- 

ure. 

Yesterday’s meeting, while lively, was de- 
void of the feeling shown at the meeting 
a week ago. The opposition members, evi- 
dently confident of their strenféth, including 
the large roll of proxies they had secured 
during the last week, not only voted with 
the friends of the proposed law in favor of 
the appointment of a committee to examine 
the proxies, but one of their number, E..A. 
Cummings, whose substitute was adopted at 
the last meeting, moved to reconsider the 
action then taken, in order, he said, to clear 
the ground and secure a full and fair expres- 
sion of opinion and remove the hard feeling 
engendered by the last meeting. 


_ Large Attendance at Meeting. 

It was one of the largest meetings in the 
history of the board. As soon as it had been 
called to order President Baird read his 
statement. After a general review of the 
/ authority vested in the chair as well as 

he general standing of proxies as determined 

by the board's previous proceedings, he took 
up the proceedings of the previous meeting. 
He declared that, in his opinion, it was the 
duty of the meeting to have ascertained 
who were present by proxy and that in its 
failure to do this he was powerless to do 
anything but execute the will of the meeting 
as evidence by a vote of those present in 
person. 

“The right of members to vote by proxy 
at monthly meetings is given,”’ he said, ‘“‘ un- 
der the bylaws, although some authorities 
which the chair has consulted think this 
power may be a contravention of the statute, 
and if denied by the meeting the fault is not 
with the chair, but with the meeting.”’ 

Mr. Baird declared that he had sought the 
advice of eminent authorities, including ex- 
Speakers L. Y. Sherman and Clayton E. 
Crafts and Attorneys J. C. Hutchins and 
Clarence A. Knight, each of whom had sus- 
tained his position. 


Hamline Attacks Former Ruling. 


He recommended that the bylaws be 
changed so as to limit proxy voting toannual 
and special: meetings, as seems to be the in- 


officer to appoint committees on proxies at 
such meetings and define how such proxies 
shall be identified as genuine; and to limit the 
number of proxies to be held by one person, 
indicate who may vote them, and how they 
shall be counted. 

After some discussion as to whether the 
action taken at the former meeting had re- 
moved further consideration of the Torrens 
question, a motion was made to appoint a 
committee to examine proxies. 

It was on this question that Mr. Hamline 
‘spoke. ‘‘I gave my proxy to Mr. Bond,” he 
said, ‘to be voted at the previous meeting 
of this board and the right given me by the 
laws of Illinois was denied me. I was obliged 
to come here today to make certain that my 
vote should be counted. To vote by proxy is 
a right guaranteed to all corporations or- 
ganized for pecuniary profit or otherwise. 
No ruling of the chairman or action of the 
meeting can deprive me of the right to have 
my proxy voted here.”’ 

He said the board could not afford to run 
against the law on the ground of personal 
interests at stake and urged it to avoid set- 
ting a bad precedent. 

The motion to appoint the committee was 
carried and the chair named Charles D. 
Richards, Marvin A. Farr,and L. B. Dixon. 
In about half an hour they reported ninety- 
two proxies held by Mr. Bond and eighty- 
eight by George Birkhoff Jr. 

Then followed the motion to re¢onsider last 
week’s action, which, on roll call," was de- 
feated by a vote of 118 to 97.

CONTRACTORS ALLEGE LOWEST 
BID WAS THRUST ASIDE. 
Feud Between Two Companies Which 

Seek to Inatall Mechanical Stokers 
in the New Federal Building Leads 
to Allegation That “Influence” Has 

_ Been at Work in Behalf of Success- 
ful Coneern—Other Side of the Story 
—Denial by Gage’s Son. 


A contractors’ feud has arisen. over the 
mechanical stokers to be used in the heating 
apparatus of the federal building, and more 
trouble may be in store for Henry Ives Cobb, 
the architect. 

The Green Engineering company declares 
that its bid of $8,970 for rolling chain grate 
stokers has been si cked in favor of the 
device of the Hawley Down Draft Furnace 
company, which asks $11,850, and it is inti- 
mated that some “ influence ”’ has been busy 

in Washington and in Mr. Cobb’s office. 


of both devices and requests for delay in 
signing contracts have been made to Secre- 
tary of the Treasury Shaw by wire and by 
mail, but so far without result. 

‘It appears to us," said an official of the 
Green company last night, “as if some pe- 
culiar influence in Washington is running 
things. Before the bids were opened last 
fall we heard reports that the Hawley people 
would get the contract, no matter who bid 
or what was bid on, and it would seem now 
that this talk had some foundation.” 


How Contract Was Secured. — 

The successful bidders for the heating con- 
tract were Thomas & Smith of Chicago, 
whose proposal of $90,346 was $354 below the 
nearest competitor. Then Mr. Cobb author- 
ized that firm to make contracts for mechan- 
ical stokers for the boilers. Here the Green 
and Hawley bids came in. 


Architect Cobb prescribed a stoker which 
was the down draft device in all except 
direct mention of the name. Later, “ alter- 
nate ’’ bids were allowed, and here, the Green 
company contends, its lower price came in 
and should be accepted. 

“Mr. Cobb, at the time the bids were 
opened on Nov. 8 last, said that he didn’t 
know the difference between a smokestack 
and a stoker,’’ said C. V. Kasson of the Green 
company. ‘He said the matter would be 
left wholly in the hands of his engineering 
representatives in Chicago. A few days ago 
Secretary Shaw informed us that determina- 
tion to use the higher priced device was 
finally entered on Jan. 28 last, and that the 
matter was out of his hands. Thereisa dif- 


work, but that seems to have been over- 
looked. 

“We only ask what ‘is just, because we 
believe we have the most modern device. A 
report against the other device was presented 
by Admiral Melville of the navy after tests 
at the Washington navy yard. Yet that, 
too, is overlooked.” 


| Other Side of the Story. 
. It was intimated in some quarters that 
the fact of the son of ex-Secretary of the 
Treasury Gage being a stockholder in the 
Hawley company may have had something 
to do with the placing of the contract. 

‘*I haven't been actively connected with 
the company for a year,” said Eli A. Gage 
last night. ‘I do own a little stock, but this 
story is absurd.”’ 

“The same story has been used before,’’ 
said Charles E. Bleyer, vice president of the 
Hawley company, who has charge of the New 
York branch. ‘“ This is simply the cry of a 
worsted competitor. We have been doing 
. work for the government since 1804, and the 
city of Chicago has bought about $100,000 
worth of our stokers. We bid in the usual 
way and secured the contract.” 

“There are many stoking devices,”’ said 
Richard H: Pierce, senior member of the 
firm of Pierce, Richardson & WNeiler, : 
Cobb’s consulting engineers in Chicago. 
“The device was chosen which would best 
meet the conditions and the fuel to be used 
in Chicago.’’ 

Other engineers asserted that the price to 
the government for the eix down draft fur- 
naces exceeds that usually made to indi- 
viduals. | 

“You can get a 250 horse power stoker of 
that kind for about $1,200,"" said one north 
side engineer, “ but the government is bind- 
ing itself to pay $11,850 for six.”* .

MAYOR SAYS GRANITE TRUST 
LEADS WAR ON NOVACULITE. 


Declares That Combine Demands a Per- 
centagé on All the New Paving Ma- 
terial Used in This City. 


Mayor Harrison charged yesterday thatthe 
granite trust is leading the opposition against 
the use of novaculite, the new paving mate- 
rial, in Chicago, becayse of the trust’s failure 
to secure a percentage from the other com- 


pany. 

Despite the mayor’s contention the mem- 
bers of the board of local improvements will 
go to St. Louis next week to examine the 
streets laid there. President A. M.. Lynch 
asserts the board will not use novaculite if, as 
has been asserted by residents of St. Louis 
and other cities, this paving will not with- 
stand heavy traffic. \ 

-* The first time I ever heard of novaculite,” 
said the mayor, “I heard that a certain’ 
crushed stone promoter had gone to the 
movaculite people and asserted that unless 
he were paid a certain percentage on every 
yard brought into Chicago that novaculite 
never would be used here. I said then that 
if the material was all right, if it was satis- 
factory, and the people wanted it, they should 
have it.’”’ 

**T remember talk of the effort to levy a 
percentage,’’ said President Lynch. “ Some 
one said A. C. Bryden, chief owner of the 
novaculite district, had asserted that he re-. 
fused an application for the agency here and 
was told that novaculite could never get into 
Chicago unless the applicant and his part- 
ners were paid so much for each square yard 
of material used here.” 

Opponents of the materia] continue their 
charge that the Illinois Central is the main 
backer of the enterprise. 

*““We haul whatever freight comes our 
way,” said one official of the railway com- 
pany. “If they want this paving material 
in Chicago, and ‘we are in the way to haul 
it. we will haulit. I haven’t heard anything 
about the company going into the paving 
business. That's absurd talk.” 

The novaculite agents are sending circulars 
to objecting property owners, setting out 
that Commissioner McGaffey:of the local 
improvement board has asserted that the 
material should be given a thorough trial.

@pired by woman's clubs or even the Fed- 
ération of Woman’s Clubs; nay, even by 
those stately organizations, thé colonia! and 
revolutionary mothers and daughters. 
The decisions of the two congresses will 
be in the nature of edicts in every house- . 
hold, and all else will have to give way to 
them. Consequently, it is pleasant to note 
that the dressmakers’ congress has already

~~ GLOSURE IN THE SENATE. 

The senate should have a clesfre rule, 
but an incredulous public will deny the pos- 
sibility of the adoption of such a fule until 
it shall actually have been put into opera- 
tion. Senator Allison has introduced a reso- 
lution directing the committee on rules to 
investigate during the summer as to the 
feasibility of adopting a provision to cut off 
debate. There is at least one member of the 
committee who will contend that such a 
regulation is tot feasible. He is Senator 
Bacon of Georgia, who, at the last session, 
took advantage of the absence of a rule to 
force a vote and defeated the bill to give 
the f@deral courts jurisdiction as regards 
anarchist offenses against the president. 
| The short session was rich in instances 
of the unbounded power of a single senator 
to defeat legislation, or by the threat of de- 
feating it to force the adoption of a measure 
in which he was specially interested. The 
characterization by Joseph G. Cannon of 
Senator Tillman’s method of’ putting 
through a spurious South Carolina claim as 
“legislative blackmail ” stung the sena- 
They reproved him for his remark, 
but some senators must have felt that. even 
if he did violence to the comity which should 
prevail between.the two houses, he did not 
do violence to the truth. 

Probably when the senate convenes next 
winter the senators who have been most 
irritated by the filibustering of the last ses- 
sion will have calmed down and will be of 
the opinion that it may be better not to 
change rules which, as senators proudly 
say, have been in force for more than a 
century. It can safely be assumed that the

CICERO J. LINDLY. 

Whether Chicago will get legislation en-. 
abling it to own and operate street ear lines 
depends more than on any other ohe man 
on Cicero J. Lindly of Bond county. Mr. 
Lindly is chairman of the committee on mu- 
nicipal corporations in the state house of 
representatives. That committee has de- 
cided that he shall appoint a day for hear- 
ing on the street car proposition. He has 
it in his power to report out a satisfactory 
bill favorably; or not to report out any bill; 
or to report out a~bill that should not be 
passed on account of its inherent defects. 
In his position as chairman of the committee 
it is absolutely in his power to do what he 
wants in the matter. 

The senate committee on municipalities 
on Wednesday reported out favorably the 
excellent Mueller municipal ownership act. 


slightly amended, if at all. If Mr. Lindly’s 
house committee on municipal corporations 
reports a good bill out favorably it will al- 
most certainly pass. If it reports the bill 
ont unfavorably it is apt to fail, for the 
country members will be largely governed 
on this city matter by the committee’s 
recommendations, 

Mr. Lindly is a politician of some note in 
Illinois. In 1891 he came within one vote 
of being elected United Btates senator. He 
has been for four years president of the 
railroad and warehouse commission. He 
has an active brain, an eloquent tongue. 
The time may come when he will run for 
some state office, and submit himself to the 
voters of Illinois—oyer one-third of whom 
live in Chicago. If Mr. Lindly reports out 
the enabling act, which the people of Chi- 
cago have demanded by a vote of 125,000 to 
27,000, he will at that time be remembered | 
by them in a kindly way. : 

If, on the other hand, the committee on’ 
municipal corporations does not report out 
the bill that Chicago so overwhelmingly de- 
mands, no matter what Mr. Lindly’s ex- 
cuses may be, the people of this city will 
neglect no opportunity to blight his political 
ambition. They will remember what he 
does, and if they do not remenrber, they will 
be reminded when the proper time comes,

‘ THE CIVIL SERVICE BILL. 

The civil service bill now before the house 
has opponents in the democratic as well as 
in the republican ranks. Both parties have 
indorsed the merit system in their plagforms, 
but there are always men whe can find a 
pretext for repudiating a plank which is 


notj acceptable to them. 

Shome of the democrats who oppose the 

bill say they are against it because they be- 

lieve that “‘ to the victors belong the spoils.” 

They wish their party to-be in a position 

where it can make a clean sweep if it shall 

come into power. There is nothing sneaking 

about the hostility of these democrats. They 
are fair fighters. There are other demo- 

crats who say they are against the pending 

bill not becaluse they dislike the merit sys- 

tem but because the bill is, according to, 
them, a mére republican trick and subter- 

fuge—an ineffective measure which, if. 
enacted, will leave the state. civil service 
“That is dishonest opposition, Bhe hill, 
as it stands is a fairly good méasure. It is 
much better than anything the Chicago 
friends of civil service reform looked for. 
If it shall become a law it’ will not be long 
before ihere will be a perceptible improve- 
ment in the Illinois civil service. The dem- 
ocrat who denies that this will happen is in- 
sincere. Probably he is at heart a believer: 
in the spoils system and is willing to let re- 
publicans make political use of state patron- 
age so that his party may be in a position to 
make a similar use of it if given control of 
affairs. | ' 

It would be “ good politics ”’ for the demo- 
crats in the legislature to work together for 
the civil service bill, to* defeat attempts 
which may be made to amend and emascu- 
late it, and then -tell the voters what they 
have‘done to free the state institutions from 
the control of politiciens. But there are 
democrats who seem ‘to be unable to see 
and grasp a political opportunity. If the 
civil service bill is defeated the democratic 
party in the legislature will have to bear its 
share of the blame, 


THE BURDICK CASE IN THE DARK. 

The automobile accident at Buffalo which 
resulted in the death of Mr. Arthur B. Pen- 
nell and his wife has eliminated one of the 
dramatis persone in the Burdick murder 
ease. Strongly as Mr. Pennell was sus- 
pected by some of being implicated in the 
murder, no evidence yet has been advanced 
that connects him with it. On the other 
hand, the probabilities thus far are adverse 
to the theories or, rather, the suspicions of 
the police, and the fact that his death is now 
known to be the result of accident and not 
suicide still further tends to establish his 
innocence of the crime, whatever may have 
been the indiscretions with women with 
which he has been charged, 

The sudden death of Mr. and Mrs. Pen- 
nell makes the case more mysterious than 
ever. The statements which they were 
about to make perhaps would have thrown 
some new light upon the motive for the 
crime, if not upon the identity of the mur- 
derer. As it is, the police are as much in 
the dark as ever. Perhaps they have been 
in the dark all the time. They at least 
have acted so. Less skill and greater blun- 
dering have hardly ever been displayed in 
the search for a murderer. They have 
talked freely with reporters on every phase 
of the case. Their activity has not only 
been of the haphazard kind but does not 
seem to have been exercised with anything 
like trained skill or ordinary discrimina- 
tion. The most fantastic theories and the 
wildest conjectures seem to have passed 
with them for facts, and the result, probably, 
is that many of the families in Buffalo are 
anticipating a police visit at any time and 
the arrest of some member as the murderer.

NEEDED RAILROAD IMPROVEMENTS. 
The directors of the Pennsylvania rail- 
way haye voted to increase the capital 
‘stock from $250,000,000 to $400,000,000, 
This is to be done to get the money with 


which to make improvements that will en- 


able the road to handle with ease q largely 
increased traffic. Its present facilities are 
inadequate to take care of the traffic it now 
has, Itis proposed to spend nearly $70,000,- 
000 for the completion of a four track sys- 
tem om the main line between New York 
and Pittsburg, on new yards and terminal 


facilities, and a new road from Harris-, 


burg to Philadelphia for the special move- 
ment of coal traffic. A great deal of money 
will have to be spent in and around Pitts- 
burg. There will be the costly tunnel line 
into New York City, 

The Pennsylvania railroad is not the only 
one which ought to add to its facilities for 
doing business. At this time nearly all 
the large roads find it impossible to move 
rapidly the freight offered them. Shippers 


in the west are willing to pay 2% cents per. 


bushel more than the published rates if 
they can get their corn moved quickly to 
the seaboard, but the roads have not 
enough cars, locomotives, or tracks. Be- 
sides all that their yards are too small, 
They have not room enough to handle busi- 
ness at the great shipping and receiving 
points, 
The volume of freight during the last few 
months has been larger, perhaps, than the 
railroads had reason to expect, but it is 
evident that during the last five or six years 
railroad business has grown more rapidly 
than have the facilities for handling it. 
The railroad managers have allowed them- 
selves to be swamped with freight. They 
have not been far sighted. 
spent money liberally two or three years 
ago on aégditional tracks, on terminal fa- 
cilities, and rolling stock they woukd be 
reaping a good return on capital thus in- 
vested. | 
The railroads should not have allowed 


the promoters of industrial combinations — 


to get the start of them and secure an un- 
due share of the capital of the country which 
was seeking investment. It wouhl have 


been better in every way if more of it had: 


gone. into needed railroad improvements 
and much less of it into speculative indus- 
trial: ventures, some of which will pay no 
dividends, |

HANKS, to’.an American trainer, a 
New York professor of athletics, Grand 
Duke Michael of Russia has during 
the last few months developed into 
a perfect athlete, and is today known 
as the strong man of the imperial family. 

A few months ago the press on both sides 
of the Atlantic was full of stories of the 
most lurid and sensational character describ- 
ing the grand duke as afflicted with that 
same tuberculosis of the lungs which had 
carried off his brother George, his uncle, the 
late Czarewitch Nicholas; his cousin, the 
late Grand Duke Alexis; the Czaritza Marie, 
and so many other members of the house of 
Rémanoff. 

I discredited at the time in these columns 
these stories, which originated from Berlin. 
And that my remarks on the subject were 
correct is now shown by the fact that the 
grand duke, who was already tall, with a 
well knit frame, has now developed into a 
splendid specimen of physical development, 
a fine athlete in every sense of the word, 
with a thorough understanding not only of 
the manly art of self-defense but likewise 
of wrestling and of tackling a man at close 
quarters. 

While he is not a giant like his father and 
his uncles, the Grand Duke Alexis and the

They also seem un- 
aware that the methods which he devised 
for dealing with mendicancy in Bayaria are 
identical with those employed by the Salva- 
tion army today, with this distinction, that 
where Count Rumford by virtue of the pow- 
ers vested in him by the Bavarian crown was 
able to use compulsion the Salvation army 
can only employ persuasion. With this ex- 
ception Count Rumford may be said to have 
been the originator of the Salvation army.

The count’s story is indeed a strange one. 
He was born at Woburn, Mass., in 1753, was 
errand boy to a storekeeper at Salem, sales- 
man at a store in Boston, school teacher at 
Bradford-on-the-Merrimac, and at 19 mar- 
ried a rich widow, a Mrs. Rolfe, daughter of 
a minister of the name of Walker, who was 
the first settler at Rumford, now called Con- 
cord, in New Hampshire. 

Gov. Wentworth of that-state made him 
major of militia, and sent him in 1776, on the 
evacuation of Boston by the royal troops, to 
carry dispatches to England. There Lord 
George Germaine, secretary of state, took a 


four years later made him under secretary 
of state. In 1779 he was elected a fellow of 
the Royal society, Towards the close of the 
war of independence he was nominated toa 
cavalry command in America, but in 1783 
quitted the British army with the rank and 
half pay of Heutenant colonel. 

Traveling on the continent with Gibbon 
he was introduced by the latter to the elector 
of Bavaria, who invited him to enter the 
civil and military service of that state. Hav- 
ing obtained the leave of the British govern- 
ment to accept the prince’s offer and after 
having been knighted by King George III:, he 
remained for eleven years at Munich as min- 
ister of war, minister of police, and grand 
chamberlain, He reorganized the Bavarian 
army and suppressed mendicity. In one day 
he caused no fewer than 8,000 beggars tn 
Munich and its suburbs alone to be arrested 
by military patrols and transferred to an 
industrial establighment prepared for their 
reception, where the¥Y were both housed and 
fed and forced notionly to support themselves 
by their labors, but also used for the benefit 
of the electoral revenues. 

In 1791 he was created a count of the holy 
Roman empire, and chose his title of Rum- 
ford from the name of the American town- 
ship to which his first wife's family be- 
longed. Towards the close of the eighteenth 
century he returned to England to live, and 
founded the Royal institution, which received 
its charter of royal incorporation from King 
George III. in 1800. In 1804 he transferred 
his abode to France, and there married as 
his second wife the wealthy widow of La- 
voisier, the celebrated chemist. He died sud- 
denly in Paris in 1814, and his name is com- 
memorated in this country, among other 
things, by, the Rumford professorship of the 
Harvard university.

A great many more 
started as telegraph operators and worked 
their way up to the position of train dispatch- 
ers, in that way learning at first hand more 
about the practical operation of a railroad 
than it is easy to learn in any other way. 
Still others began as brakemen on freight 
trains and went up gradually through the 
gtades of conductor and trainmaster. Oc- 
casionally you may find an official who be- 
gan by carrying water with an engineering 
gang and has risen up through the construc- 
tion department to a place of executive re- 
sponsibility, There are also important offi- 
clals who started as clerks in ‘some of the 
offices and went up by sheer force of execu- 
tive ability, | | 

The trouble with all these gateways to suc- 
cess is that the men who entered them had 
to start so early in life that they had little 
or no opportunity to get an education. They 
have achieved success not because they 
lacked education, but in spite of that lack, 
and most of them will tell you that 
through their careers they have felt the ab- 
sence of a good elementary education, at 
least, as a decided handicap. A good many 
of them have made up for the lack of early 
education by hard study during after years, 
and many of them are now men of wide cul- 
tivation and great knowledge. If they had 
it to do over again they would prefer to start 
at the bottom a few years older, perhaps, but 
with the advantage of a high school eduéa- 
tion to begin with. 

“The high school graduate who enters 
the railroad business,’’ said a prominent rail- 
road official, *‘must be content to enter it 
near the bottom. But he will find that, once 
in, he will advance much more rapidly than 
the man of equal ability and industry who 
has started in without the education and 
who, when the high school boy begins to 
work, has already advanced several stages 
towards the top, In other words, the extra 
time spent in acquiring an education should 
be more than made up in the first five years 
after going to work. Five years should put 
the high school graduate and his rival of 
equal ability, who M&s gone to work earlier, 
on an equal footing, and aftér that the man 
with the better education should have ail 
the better of it, 

‘“Qne of the best possible openings for a 
young man of good education in the railroad 
business is that of confidential clerk or sec- 
retary to a division superintendent or other 
operating official. In such a position all sorts

AMONG THE NEW BOOKS. 


CALVERT OF STRATHORE. 
An Exciting Novel of the French Revolu- 
tion by Mr. Goodloe. | 

The French revolution has seemed to most 
novelists too terrible a period to have much 
attraction as the setting of a story. Then, 
too, Dickens with his incomparable “* Tale of 
Two Cities "’ has given so thrilling and heart 
rending a view of that time of carnage and 
licentiovsness that moderf: writers have not 
dared. to review-the same ground. Felix 
Gras, it is true, wrote his ** Reds of the Midi,” 
and * The Terror,’”’ and many other stories 
—as “ Lazarre”™ of recent fame—are born 
of that time and trouble. Carter Goodloe, 
sans peur, like the good American that he is, 
has written a studicd novel whose plot be- 
gins in the year 1789 and ends with the over- 
throw of Louis XVI. and the iN fated Marie 
Antoinette. The love story itself, which 
gives an excuse for the fine delineation of 
historic men and women, is one of many 
similar stories such as the revolution pro- 
duced, often with greater suifering on ac- 
count of the vast distinctionsin rank. George 
Cable has a story of this sort among his 
‘Strange Tales of Louisiana.”’ 

‘‘ Calvert of Strathere,’’ a young American 
attached to Mr. Jefferson at the legation 
in Paris, finds himself involved in the affairs 
of thé day in spite of himself. American and 
faithful son of liberty though he is, he be- 
comes a party to Lafayette’s plot to release 
the king and queen from captivity—in fact, 
his impulses and opinions are those of the 
royalist party. These principles were in op- 
position to those of Jefferson, who could 
not conceive that the liberty which had 
so benefited his countrymen would not also 
save the impassioned, reckless sons of 
France. Calvert also finds himself in love 
with the sfster of his Parisian friend, D’Azay 
—the sister, Adrienne, being a young. im- 
perious woman, widow of the ancient mar- 
quis de St. Andre (the marriage being one 
‘de convenance’ merely). The young man, 
so obviously the ideal American according to 
Mr. Goodloe, so truthful, even to the extent 


and pure minded, is an attraction to the 
young beauty, wearied by the flattery and 
dissoluteness of the court. Yet, piqued by 
bis’silent disapproval of her conduct and her 
friendship with cne M. St. Aulaire—the nec- 
essary villain—she is seldom gracious to.the 
young American, wounds him by her hauteur 
and indifference, and finally refuses his 


manly offer of love. He, stung to 
madness, swears never to speak of 
love to her again, and is off to 


England with-the cynical and eritertaining 
Governeur Morris. However, when news is 
brought him that D'Azay and his sister are 
in danger from St. Aulaire, Calvert rushes 
back to Paris, where he had already wit- 
nessed the destruction of the Bastile and 
other signs of the time, and where now the 
terrible assembly held sway with Danton as 
head executioner.

‘Trish Tribute to Archbishop.

The article states: 

“Under the shadow of the lordly keeper 
on Duharrow’s fertile: plains there lived 
some fifty years ago a farmer named James 
Quigley, the father of the subject of our 
present sketch. Hé lived at a time when, 
owing to cruel and oppressive legislation in 
this country, a price was placed on perfidy. 
Virtue had barely its own reward, and honest 
inen were kind of scarce. James Quigley, 
however, and Martin, his father before him, 
decided with the minority—the few—and, 
content to suffer for the cause’s sake, waived 
the policy of expediency, forfeited the pa- 
tronage of the nobleman, and gained instead 
the admiration of the many, and the respect 
of all with whom they came In contact. 


| How They Helped Neighbors: 
_‘* Within the last few days local tradition 
has aroused memories of the newly forgot- 
ten past; how forsooth in the black days 
of 1847 and 1848, from their moderate com- 
petency, the Quigley family doled out mu- 
nificently to their less fortunate and often 
starving neighbors; or, how again, when the 
tenant at will had lost his title to existence, 
in the eyes of the lord of the soil, the Quigley 
family were ever found on the side of the 
poor and the oppressed, as against the power- 
ful and the great, helping thus to perpetuate 
those noble aspirations of the Celtic race,

NEW YORK, March 12.—[Special.]—The 
annual report of the American Sugar Refin- 
ing company to the Massachusetts commis- 
sioner of corporations shows that on Jan. 
3 last the company's account of cash and 
debts receivable had decreased $6,815,951 
from the year before, while the investments 
in other companies increased $6,158,893. 
Many explanations are offered to account for 
the $6,000,000 investment. It is thought it 
represents purchases of shares of the Amer- 
jean Beet Sugar company, whose common 
stock amounts to $15,000,000. 

It is also suggested the money might have 
gone for additional stock in the National Ré- 
fining company, the control of which is sup- 
posed to have been acquired in 1901, when 
the American company used some $4,000,000 
to invest in other companies.

the extent of the commissioners’. action. 

Some of them think the reduction applies 

only on merchandise; others are of the opin- 

jon that it includes not only all class rates 

but rates on grain, coal, and other articles 

not in the regular classification. — 

If all classes of freight are included in the. 
reduction, the railroads propose to ask the 
courts for an injunction, on the ground that 
the reductions are unjust and unreasonable, 
and leave no margin of profit. Chicago mer- 
chants and shippers are threatened with 
vengeance for having joined with other or- 
ganizations of business men in the state to 
bring about a reduction in the rates. The 
Toads threaten to do all they can to take the 
Minois business from Chicago merchants 
and shippers and favor the St. Louis inter- 
ests. From St. Louis to Illinois points they 

say they can apply interstate rates, which 
cannot be interfered with by the state au-

Chicago Merchants Ignore Threats. 
Chicago merchants, however, laugh at 
these threats and assert that a policy of dis- 
crimination in favor of St, Louis and against 


Chicago would be suicidal. Some of the Mis- . 


souri river roads have no lines to St. Louis 
and are little interested in Illinois traffic. 
This is especially true of the lowa Hines, and 
these, of course, would get the bulk of the 
through or interstate business of the Chi- 
cago merchants and shippers if the Illinois 
roads tried to discriminate against Chicago. 

Merchants and shippers contend that the 
Illinois roads have no good reason to com- 
plain because the commission ordered a re- 
duction of 25 per cent in the class rates for 
distances less than 150 miles.

‘and Indiana, and the commission now puts 
them down to what they are in the other 
states. 

Shippers do not think the Illinois roads 
have any right to complain of injustice, as 


. there is no good reason why the rates should 


be so much highér in Illinois than in sur- 
rounding states, where the conditions are no 
different from what they are in Illinois. 


Threaten a Theatrical Boycott. 

The theatrical syndicates and independent 
amusement companies will give the railroads 
a dose of their own medicine because they 
decreed that no special concessions can be 
made to theatrical companies on account of 
the Elkins law. They have decided to holda 
massmeeting in New York in a week or two 
and arrange to give all business to certain 
lines and boycott all the others until the 
rates are reduced and forfher privileges re- 
stored. 

The rate theatrical companies now have to 
pay is 2% cents a mile, and they think they 
are entitled to the regular party rate of 2. 
cents. It is the opinion of the theatrical peo- 
ple that neither the interstate commerce law 
mor the Elkins amendment prevents the rail- 
roads from making concessions for theatrical 
parties as long as all such parties are treated 


alike. 
There is still a disposition in some circles 


. to believe that there has been a material 


hitch in the negotiations regarding the ac- 
quisition of a controlling interest in the St. 
Louis and' San Francisco railroad by the 
Rock Island, and even that the deal may 
never be carried through. On the other 
hand, it is claimed that the deal has been 
consummated, and that the formal announce- 
ment is withheld on account of present un- 
favorable market conditicns.

TONE IN WHEAT MADE 

HEAVY AND LOWER. 
Some Bullish News . and Influences 
. Early in the Session, bat Every- 
thing in This Line Entirely Over- 


come Toward ‘the Close—Reported 
Large Flour Sales a Fake—Pros- 


' pects of Colder Weather a Help to 


Corn—Break in May Pork. 


There was good strength in wheat early in 
the session, when the May price was up to 
75%c, but it was followed by decided weak- 
ness toward the close, when the price dropped 
back to 7 Last quotations were only a 
split over the low point, mhaking the market 
%e to oc lower on the May. and \c to %c 
off on the July. 

The early strength came largely from 
fables, Paris being 1%c higher and Berlin 
%c up. There were early predictions of cold- 
er weather in the northwest, and traders in 
Minneapolis and other markets sent down 
some good sized buying orders before noon. 
The execution of these held the price steady; 
and the situation was further strengthened 


by reports of large flour sales. There were. 


figures on these as high as 200,000 bris for 
the week, but after the close it was denied 
that actual sales had taken place, although 
it was admitted there was an extensive move- 
ment of flour toward the head of the lakes 
pending the opening of navigation. Con- 
siderable stress was laid on the alleged flour 
sales, which, it was claimed, had consumed 
about "900,000 bu of wheat. It was also as- 
serted that enough flour had been sold ahead 
to keep milis running night and day for the 
next thirty days. On the strength of this 
early showing, the Alton Grain company, 
Wrenn, Milmine-Bodman, Brosseau, Dunn, 
Champlin, and Gifford did considerable 
wheat buying. 

The pit situation changed entirely when 
the price eased off to 75%ec on , the May. 
Around this point nearly all the early buyers 
turned to the selling side and let £6 about 
everything 
The concerted selling movement was’ based 
largely on the fact of little or no export in- 


quiry and nothing in sight on which to make } 


likely an expected advance. New York re- 
ported only 6 loads. 


Crop Outlook Is Fine. 


The Price Current came in bearish, claim- 
ing no material change in the crop situation, 
present prospects being altog@ther promising. 
This authority admitted that spring work in 
fields was likely to be late in starting, and 
that the grain movement was generally re- 
tarded by bad roads. Except for this there 
Was nothing encouraging in the weekly 
résumé of the growing crop situation. On 
the downturn from around 75%c the Trego 
people joined the majority and sold heavily. 
Altogether they made the closing market a 
heavy one, with more weakness than strength 
as the closing bell tapped. . 

The primary movement was slightly larger 
than a week ago, 434,800 bu, as compared 
with 386,500 bu the previous week and 447,900 
bu last year, Local inspection was 20 cars, 
and, as usual, there was no contract in the 
lot. For today the estimate was 15 cars. 
There were 23 cars of No. 1 northern in- 
spected out.

, Cold Wave Predicted West. 


In corn the situation was moderately 
strong, the May losing t4c as compared with 
the previous day, and the July %@\c.

Strength in the 
earlier delivery was brought about largely 
through heavy buying'by ‘tthe cash interests, 
mainly the Alton company, Armour, Lohrke, 
and McReynolds. The Bartlett-Frazier peo- 
ple were good sized traders on both sides of 
the market, selling early and buying later. 
The inspection sheet showed 196 cars, of 
which 14 were contract; Estimatéd today, 
190 cars. Seaboard clearances were 20,800 
bu, making 54,000 bu so far thig week. The 
cash market Was more active, sales of 100,- 
000 bu being reported on shipping account.

May Pork Suffers Setback. 

In provisions the tone was nervous, erratic, 
and unsettled. May pork was at its best 
early in the session, when sales were made at 
$18.35. Before the close it had dropped down 
to $18.10. Light receipts of hogs, 17,000, with 
15,000 estimated today, contributed the early 
strength, while stop loss orders in the hands 


- of commission houses broke the later market. 


This selling was done by Logan-Bryan, Fort- 
Cross, Bartlett-Frazier, and Peavey, as well 
as pretty much ali the stockyards,interests. 
At the decline there was said to be buying 
by both Armour and Cudahy. Lard and ribs 
were not much affected by pork, although 
the former dropped back 7\%c.

Bull Arguments on Corn. 


J. F. Jackson of John H. Wrenn & Co. sent 
out the following bull arguments on corn yes- 
terday: 

Although the government estimate on the 
amount of corn in farmers’ hands on March 
1, 1,050,000,000 bu, appears large in compari- 
son with late years, it will not be a burden- 
some load on either the hands of the pro- 
ducer or speculator. Owing to the poor 
quality in the northern section of the corn 
belt at-least 25 per cent of the above amount 
is unmarketable. The following comparison 
with the years 1896 and 1897 (when the re- 
serves were larger than this year) of the 
amount in the five principal surplus states, 
Illinois, Iowa, Nebraska, Kansas, and Mis- 
souri, will be found interesting: In 1896 they 
were 593,000,000 bu; in 1897, 730,000,000 bu; in 
1903, 648,000,000 bu. The most important 
feature in the situation, in our opinion,'is the 
prospective consumption of these supplies. 
The Washington authorities estimate the 
amount of swine-in the country on Jan. 1 at 
46,000,000; cattle, exclusive of milch-cows, 
44,500,000; in 1896, swine, 42,800,000; cattle, 
30,500,000. In 1897, swine. 40,600,000; cattle, 
30,500,000. Hog prices in 1896 for the first six 
months ranged from $2.70 to $4.45; cattle from 
$3.00 to 14.90; in 1897, hogs $3.00 to $4.25; cattle 
$3.50@5.40., Today prime hogs are bringing 
$7.75 and choice cattle close to $6.00. It will 
therefore be readily seen that there are more 
cattle and hogs on feed than in those years, 
and farmers are making & much larger profit 
on their corn: With the depleted stocks of 
provisions, brought about to a great extent 
by the prosperity of the country of the last 
five years, prices promise to hold well up for 
live stock for some time to come. At the 
present price of corn the manufacturing in- 
terests are also making good profits. Last, 
but not least, is the export demand, which 
is reaching large proportions. Based upon 
the general commercial conditions, corn isin 
strong position; this in turn is making a 


strong speculative foundation, and with the 


excellent support the market is receiving it 
should result in higher prices.” 

A correspondent of A. J. White & Co. in 
Jefferson, Ia., says: “ There will be no corn 
in this vicinity that will grade betiter than 
No.4. The most of the corn from here will go 
north. We have been shipping to Minnesota 


and northern Iowa and are having inquiries 


now from South Dakota. We expect to be 


able to work most of our corn to these points 


at from 3c to Sc better than Chicago.”

Charleston, W. Va., March 12.—[Special.]— 
As a result of the investigation into the fight 
between the negro miners and the forces 
under Deputy Marshal Cunningham at At- 
kinsville recently the federal grand jury this 
evening reported that a dozen indictments 
had been returned against several miners. 


’ They are charged with resisting officers of 


the government. 

There apparently was no action taken with 
regard to the deaths of the miners who were 
shot that night. 

The information was given that a number 
of other indictments had been agreed upon 
and would be returned as soon as the papers 
could be properly drawn up. . 

The names were not made public by the 
court as all the men are not yet in custody.

Present New Demands. 

Altoona,’ Pa., March 12.—[{Special.]~The 
union miners today presented their wage 
scale’ to the operators in joint conference. 
It was referred to a joint committee, which 
will report back tomorrow. The scale pre- 
sented by the miners is as follows: Pick 
mining to be increased 20 per dent over pres- 
ent rate, a flat differential of ten cents be- 
tween pick and‘machine mining. Loading 
after chain machines shall be paid five cents 
per ton more than after alr machines.

| Talk Strike on Alton. 

Bloomingten, March 12.—[Special.J—

Increase for Railroad Men. 

Kansas City, Mo., March 12.—At a confer- 
énce which ended inithis city today between 
the officials and a committee of conductors, 
brakemen, and yardmen of the Kansas City- 
Southern railroad company, an agree- 
ment was reached upon practically all 
points at issue between the company and its 
employés engaged in train service. The 
wages of the passenger trainmen are in- 
creaséd 12 per cent and the wages of the 
freight and mixed trainmen are increased 
15 per cent. The management agreed 
that yardmen.working at yards on the sys- 
tem that did not have an increase in wages in 
November and January last would be grant- 
ed one.

MISDIRECTED CHARITY IS THE 
CAUSE, SAY EXPERTS. 


Downtown Streets Infested with Crip- 
ples, Especially at Night, Many of 
Whom Are Able Bodied and Work 

‘ During the Day — Bank Accounts 
Are Common Among Them — One 
Lodging House Keeper Has. $2,600 
of Their Money in His Safe. 


have taken possession of the’ downtown 
streets. Their appearance is due, according 
to the officers of the bureau of associated 
charities, to well meant but unwise charity. 
These beggars have regular routes about the 
streets and on the transportation lines, and 
many have regular stands at theater en- 
trances and other places of amusement, 

The dodges worked by these pretend- 
ers are elaborately planned and systemat- 
ically practiced. The methods extend from 
selling trays filled with collar buttons and 
lead pencils to soliciting money by means of 
cards on which is printed a story of trouble, 
sometimes in verse. .Many of them are really 
crippled. Some have other employment 
during the-day and prey on the kindhearted 
at night. 

Most of these “ fakers’”’ livé in the low 
class lodging houses in South Clark street. 
Here in the evening, with their crutches 
piled in a convenient corner, they relate their 
tales of success or disappointment of the 
day. 

Beggars with Bank Accounts. 

Miss Alice Willard, superintendent of the 
central branch of the Associated Charities 
work, with offices at 1500 Wabash avenue, 
said yesterday afternoon that during a re- 
cent visit to the lower class of lodging houses 
she found that almost all these men have 
savings accounts. At one house in South 
Clark street the proprietor informed her 
that he had at that time $2,600 in his safe 
which belonged to his roomers. 

“I have heard that there were places 
which might have been called schools of in- 
struction for these pretended cripples,”’ said 
Miss Willard. ‘‘I do not believe after my 
investigation that there are such schools, 
I know that there are a great many pretend- 
ers, and some of them may be aided by older 
ones in arranging their plans. I know. too, 
that many have their arms bandaged when 
they are perfectly sound. There are a great 
many schemes for ‘ grafters,’ but no regular 
established places where such things are 
taughf.”’ 

‘Some time ago I visited the Kismet 
_galoon, 408 South Clark street,” said E. P. 
Bicknell. ‘* Back of the bar was a whole 
sheave of crutches belonging to the men in 
the back of the room. Some of them were 
really cripples. Others were well and 
sound,” 

Where Only Cripples May Work. 

An establishment that employs only crip- 
ples is located at 15 Wabash avenue under 
the name of the Illinois cripples’ employment 
bureau. The company is engaged in the sale 
of goods which are handled by cripples. No- 
tions of all kinds are sold to them on credit. 

‘“* Every one who is engaged by the com- 
pany must have good references,”’ said the 
manager yesterday afternoon. ‘‘ We losea 
good deal of money in our operations. I 
suppose that it is safe to count on a loss of 
33 per cent on all trades. We began business 
three yearsago. After a few months we had 
to stop all trade with Chicago persons, for 
there were so many that were dishonest that 
if we had continued as we started the firm 
woukl have been bankrupt. Last year we 
lost $12,000. We are dealing almost alto- 
gether with out of town people.”’ 

All the clerks employed in the office are 
crippled. There are no sales made to 


“fakers.”'

DEATH IN A WRBGK. 


CREW OF CAPSIZED SCHOONER 
WITHOUT FOOD FOR DAYS.

George W. Prescott Was UOverturne: 
Off the Columbia River in a Storm 
and the Sailors Climb on Its Bottom 
~—Remain There More than Two 
Days Without Food—Rescued by 
Steamer Montara and Taken to 


Seattle—One Man Was Drowned. 
| 


Seattle, Wash., March 12.—[{Special.]— 
After being exposed to the fury of a storm 
for fifty-six hours, lashed to the bottom of 
their overturned vessel, the crew of the fish- 
ing and sealing schoooner George W. Pres- 
cott of Victoria were picked up by the. 
steamer Montara from San Francisco yes- 
terday. One of thersailors, an Indian, was 


lost. 

The Prescott was capsized last Monday, 
‘when about thirty miles off the mouth of the 
Columbia river. A heavy cross sea Was run- 
ning and in working the vessel something be- 
came fouled and it was overturned. The 
crew, consisting of four white men and 
eighteen Indians, under the command of 
Capt. Ramlose, were thrown into the water. 


Wreck Does Not Sink. 

Fortunately the schooner was not heavily 
laden, and although it was turned bottom up 
the air in the hold prevented it from sinking. 

All but one of the sailors managed to swim 
to the overturned craft, and they clambered 
on top of the hull. The heavy seas fre- 
quently broke over them and they were 
drenched to the skfn' with icy water. Fre- 
quently several would be washed off the 
wreck, but they managed to get back again, 
and finally all lashed themselves fast. 


Sufferings Were Severe. 


They were without food and their suffer- 
ings were severe from exposure. They be- |. 
lieved that the wreck might sink under them 
at any time. 

The Montara was sighted yesterday morn- 
ing at 8 o’clock and the crew taken aboard. |

BUSINESS MEN OF WATERBURY 
TIRED OF ‘MISRULE. 


equal to Task—Ninety Per Cent of 
Substantial Influence Gets to Work 
—Strike First Cause of Trouble— 
Unions Issue Declaration of Policy. 


Ninety per cent of the business men of 
Waterbury have decided to run the city ac- 
cording to law if the officials are unable to 
do so. They intend to take the burden from 
the shoulders of Mayor Killduff and Chief of 


Police Egan. 

The citizéns have been dissatisfied with the 
administration of the law here ever since the 
beginning of the street carstrike eight weeks 


ago. 

They do not accuse the unions of direct 
violence, but they do declare that the strike 
started by union men has provoked violence 
which ended in the deliberate murder of a 
policeman and an attempt to kill two street 
oar operators. 

The town officials are powerless and dis-. 
order prevails, so it has been decided that 
something must be done. The business men 
propose to do it. 


Attitude of the AlMance. é 

The prime movers in the new citizens’ alll- 
ance declare that they will issue a deciara- 
tion of independence to which every law 
abiding person in Waterbury must subscribe. 
This is now being drawn up, and a forecast 
of it is that unless violence and lawlessness 
cease they will practically organize an in- 
dependent police force in the city and take 
up the cases of the pregent officials, who ap- 
pear to be demoralized over the situation. 
They will defy the boycott. They will offer 
a reward for the arrest of any person whois 
found endeavoring to effect it. They will 
ride on the trolley cars whenever they see 
fit. They will cefuse to observe any regu- 
lations for the guidance of citizeng put forth 
by a labor union or a striker unless they so 


They will’ work and spend thousands of 
dollars if hecessary to restore order and 
quiet to the town, and will not disband until 
this is attained. They have effected a perma- 
nent organisation, with officers and commit- 
tees for the various phases of their work, and 
will hold regular meetings at headquarters 
soon to be established. | 


Wust Order. 

“We are not sympathizers with either 
side,”’ said one of the officers. ‘‘ We do not 
care which wins, but we are law abiding 
citizens, who have grown tired of the inac- 
tion of the municipal authorities. This must 
step or we will take the matter into our own 
hands. When we.do this we will not stop 
until the law fixes the blame for past inac- 
tivity where it belongs. 

“If this city needs an energetic, aggres- 
sive police department we will supply ft, and 
we do not care what it costs. Even Wit needs 
aman who, without vacillation, will enforce 
the laws of the city and Keep the other de- 
partments up to the standard, we will supply 
him. The best citizens are now in our orgah- 
ization. They are the responsible men of the 
town, who own property, who pay its taxes, 
and if rioters are to run the town we must 
know it. If we can run the town wé must 
show it.” 
Alliance Formed Secretly. 


How the alliance came into existence is an 
interesting story and shows the fear in 
which the strikers are held by individual cit- 
izens. Less than @ week ago five men met 
and resolyed upon the organization. They 
parted with the understanding that each 
would ask five men toattenda meeting. The 
result was that 180 business men were at the 
next meeting. Al! this has been done anony- 
mously so far. No member knew the lead- 
and Until the massmeeting few knew 
the extent of the movement. 

Notifications of a meeting are sent through 
the mail and are unsigned. They read: | 

“Friendly League hall, Leavenworth 
street.—See all right men and bringthem. If 
you had a list bring a written report.’’ , 

There were 850 men present. The next 
meeting will be held {n'a much larger hall. 

Opposed to certain phases of this move- 
ment are the union men of the city. 

The legislature has authorized $10,000 re- 
ward for the apprehension of Mendelsohnr’s

Union Men Go on Record. 

The union men have issued a statement 
deploring the murder of Policeman Men- 
delsohn and followed it up by offering a re- 
ward for the apprehension of his slayer. 

In their public -deciaration the union men 
| Say: 

“It may be interesting to the public to 
know that Mendelsohn was a member of the 
central labor body at the time of our strike, 
representing there a union to which he be- 
longed at the time of his death, the Amal- 
gamated Association of Woodworkers. His 
was the motion by which the Centra) Labor 
union voted to indorse our strike and give 
us moral and financial aid. The idiocy of 
suspecting any member of a union of having 
any information concerning or any connec-. 
tion with his terrible death is too apparefit 
to point out. Brother Mendelsohn was an 
ardent union man, and at the same time 
proved himself to be an efficient police of- 
ficer.”’ 

Mean to Keep Up Boycott. 

For the announcement that citizens will 
ride and defy the boycott the labor men had 
another tone. | 

“Tf they want fight we will give it to 
them,”’ said President Barrett of the trolley 


men. 
‘* We will ask for no quarter,”’ was another 


declaration. 
“ If capital combines, labor must combine,” 


declared a prominent member of the execu- 
tive committee. ‘“‘ A general strike would tie 
up every shop in the city,” he added sig- 
nificantly.

Springfield, Iil., March 12.—[Special.]—Qne 
hundred tents from the state arsenal in this 
city have been sent Shawneetown, Ill., for 
the use of residents of that point who have 
been forced temporarily to abandon their 
homes on account of floods from the Ohio 
river. Col. Theodore Ewert, assistant adju- 
tant general, has gone to Shawneetown to 
Supervise the erectién of the tents and to 
assign them to the needy. The following 


message was received this afternoon by 
Adjt. Gen. Smith from Col. Ewert: | 


“Tents are now being’ delivered to Mayor | 


Carroll. There is no immediate or great 
danger and no other stores are required.” 

The appeal for the shelter came to Gov. 
Yates from Mayor C. C. Carroll, Judge Boe- 
del, and William A. Peeples, prominent citi- 
sens of Shawneetown. 

Gov. Yates also received a petition signed 
by several persons in the vicinity of Cairo 
Stating that they have been driven from their 
homes by high waters and asking for food 
and clothing. Gov. Yates immediately tele- 
graphed to former Mayor Thistlewood of 
Cairo, requesting him to invegtigate. Capt. 
Thistlewood telegraphed this afternoon thet 
scme loss of property had resulted, but that 
up to the present time there is no distress. 


Shawneetown Under Water. 
Shawneetown, lil., Mareh. 12.—The people 
of this town are Ifving and transacting busi- 
ness in the upper stories of their homes. It 
has been decided not to cut the levee along 
the Ohio, as the water has begun to recede. 
The hills beyond the town are dotted with 
tents, in which people have taken shelter 
from the flood. Large forces are guarding 

the levees night and day. r 


Factories at Metropolis Closed. 
Metropolis, March 12. — Almost. 
the factories in Metropolis have been com- 
pelled to close down because of the flood, and 
families agé moving out of the overflowed 
districts day and night. |. 


Memphis Is Apprehensive. 

Memphis, Tenn., March 12.—Capt. Lucus, 
in charge of the first and second districts, 
left here today for Helena, Ark., to person- 
ally investigate conditions in the White 
river district. Supplies and men were also 
sent there to strengthen the levee. Supplies 
and men als@ have been sent to Cat Island, 
where the waters are rushing through the 
seventeen mile gap in the levees. Should. 
the embankments continue to hold, the crest 
of the rise will pass Memphis quicker than 
otherwise would be the case and the dan- 
ger of breaks*in the levees below this city 
will be greatly increased. 

New Orleans Still Safe. 

New Orleans, La., March 12.—The Missis- 
sippi river reached a stage of 18.8 feet at 
§ o'clock tonight, having risen one-tenth of a 
foot in the last twelve hours. Capt. Brom- 
well, United States engineer, said tonight 
that the levees were in good. condition. 
Guards are on duty everywhere, and there 
are men and material on hdnd at convenient 


The local levee board is piling up a double 
row of earth filled sacks all along the city 
front as an extra precaution. Whfle the 
river is rapidly reaching the highest mark 
ever attained and the weather continues bad 
everybody is confident that the levee system 
on which millions have been spent wil! tri- 
umphantly withstand the strain. 


Cairo Center of Flood, 

Cairo, IH., March 12.—The entire country 
around Bird’s Point is fooded and the village 
ig deserted. A break is reported in the levee 
below Wolf isiand.. The Mississippi bottoms 
above Cairo are covered by water to the 
depth of several feet, and in many places only 
the tops af the houses and barns can be seen. 


Ferms Destroyed in Missouri. — 

Columbia, Mo., March 12.—The Missouri 
river is cutting into the banks near Wilton. 
The Missouri, Kansas and Texas tracks are 
in danger of being washed into the stream. 
The river has cut the bank back to within 
a few feet of the tracks and has destroyed 
many acres of fine bottom iands. The town 
of Hartsburg, with a population of 300, is 
threatened. 

Nebraska Town Is Surrounded., 

Lincoln, \Neb., March 12.—A sudden rise in 
the north fork of the Elkhorn at Norfolk 
proke the dike last night, and for a time it 
seemed as if nothing could save the business 
part of the town, but by hard work the gap 
was filled. As it is three sides of the towa 
are tonight surrounded by water. The elec- 
tric power’ dam has been: washed out at 
Fullerton, and wagon bridges ~have been 
swept away by the score.
